A FORCE KILL. 



It is the opinion of Judge Sterling B. 
Toney, of Louisville, ex]<resse<l to the 
editor of the Climax, on Monday, that 
the election clause in the new Constitution 
is simply a force hill. He liases his opin- 
ion °n the Coy case at Indian* ijioli*, in 
which Coy was sent to the penitentiarv 
for ten years, by a Federal Court, for at- 
tempting to influence a State election 
held at the same time of a National 
election. The l. S. Supreme Court 
held that tlie Government has ju- 
risdiction ami supervision over all 
elections held on the same dav of 
a National election. As the new Consti- 
tution require* all elections to lie held oil 
the same day, our State, county and town 
elections will he subject to the supervis- 
ors appointed l»y Federal judges. Do you 
» nut tlie Government to run our local 
elections ? 



THAT open clause is the proposed 
CONSTITI’TIUX. 



The advocates of the new Constitution 
admit that it contains some egregious 
blunders, but jiass tliein over with the re- 
mark, “O, thev can be rerneilieil by the 
open clause.” Ix-t us examine this un- 
called ojieti clause: 

The new Constitution says that no 
amendment shali lie offered in the first 
Legislature that convenes after tlie adop- 
tion of the said Constitution, and that not 
more than two amendments can lie offer- 
ed at one time. The said Constitution 
further provides that the first General 
Assembly to work under its provisions 
shall convene in January, IKSCt. Ami 
still further, that amendment* adopted 
hv it shall tic submitted to the jieople for 
ratification at the next regular election 
for Representatives, or in 18! 15. 

Thereu] ion it follows that no amend- 
ments to the Constitution can Ire consid- 
ered until 18!t:j, and then only two; and 
tliat those two cannot be voted u]ion by 
tlie jieople until 18!>5. 

Thus it follows that in 1895, we w ill 
have added only two amendments. Pre- 
cisely w hat tw o they would lie the w isest 
Person cannot guess. Amendments 
will pile up in the I .legislature, each 
session, mountain high, and like the dice 
from the box, chance alone will decide 
which shall be presented for the ratifi- 
cation of the people. 

Is tli is not a slow pace for a progressive 
State? At tlie close of the Iftth century, 
only six amendment* could lie made, not 
considering numerous probable miscarri- 
ages. 

The open clause is not of sufficient cal- 
ibre to accommodate the projectile of a 
great ami growing State. 



LOCAL OPTION PEOPLE ALARMED. 



It has now been discovered, say the 
local-option adherents, that the new Con- 
stitution was “fixed” by the whisky men, 
and tliat its ado]ition would rejieal local- 
option wherever it exists throughout the 
State. We eopy a s|iecial communication 
from Louisville to tbe New York Voice: 
A new Constitution for tlie State of 
Kentucky is to be voted on by the people 
in August. There are strong indications 
that tlie whisky men had a good deal to 
do witli the framing of it, for it contains 
provisions that, in the opinion of the 
lawyers, will upset Prohibition in the 
more than seventy counties that have 
Local Option laws. 

Section U2 provides tliat “the General 
Assembly shall not jiass local or special 
acta” concerning any of certain enumer- 
ated subjects or for certain enumerated 
purposes, including the purpose “to pro- 
vide a means of taking the sense of any 
city, town, district, precinct or conntv, 
whether they wish to authorise, regulate 
or prohibit therein the sale of vinous, 
spirtuon* or malt liquors, or alter tlie 
liquor laws, or enact any act with refer- 
ence thereto.” 

Under the present Constitution a sjiec- 
i*l act of the Legislature is necessary to 
bring about a vote on Local Option in a 
county. Tlie above-quoted provision 
would put an end to the time-honored 
right of the people to take a vote on the 
question of total Prohibition by means of 
special authorisation from tlie Legisla- 
ture. 

But this is not all. Section 63 declares 
that ■ . “laws repealing local or special 
acts may be enacted. - - . All laws of a 
gen end nature shall have uniform opera- 
tioc throughout the State, and no law ex- 
cept such as relates to tlie sale of vinons, 
spirituous or malt liquors" can derive 
validity from any other authority save 
tliat of tlie Legislature.

Considerable importance lias been at- 
tached to til l failure of the Democratic 
Convention in Kentucky to say a good 
word for Mr. Cleveland when the oppor- 
tunity was offered.

They consider him a stur- 
dy IKimoerat, a natural leader and a 
statesman, and they hope that things will 
so shajie themselves a* to make him the 
nominee of the next Democratic National 
Convention. They understand, as he 
does, that he must carry New York, and 
they lielieve that he is patriotic enough 
not to seek the nomination if the situa- 
tion in that State is such as to lead him 
to lielieve that he cannot carry it. I 
think I sum up the prevailing sentiment 
in Kentucky when I say that there is no 
disjtotiition to force Mr. Cleveland’s nom- 
ination, but that they liojie that the po- 
litical situation will lie such a6 to make 
him the party nominee.
